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Q: What is causing the delay in the 


paving program on the East Side where 
petitions have been signed for over a 
year? Furthermore, why doesn't Cor- 
sicana apply for federal help from HUD, 
which will pay two-thirds of the costs of 
all street improvements? 


A: The biggest thing delaying further 


construction under the paving program 
anywhere in Corsicana, not exclusively 
the East Side, is the fact "there aren't 
enough names on petitions on file to 
qualify," says City Manager Bob Brock- 
man. Most petitions on file—and there 
are quite a few—don't even have 50 oer 
cent of the signatures of owners, let 
alone the required 75 per cent. 


To qualify to get a block or several 


blocks, owners of 75 per cent of the 
abutting property in a designated area 
must sign. Signatures of "renters" don't 
meet the requirement. Just filing a 
petition with the required minimum 
number of streets doesn't mean con- 
struction can start the next day. 
. The City Engineer must verify 
signatures as owners of the property, 
then work Up engineering data on the 
project, then work up estimates of costs 
to each separate property owner based 
on his front footage, whether the petition 
is just for paving, or paving with curbs 
and gutters 
and whether or not 


petitioners also are seeking a sidewalk. 


If a sidewalk is desired, additional cost 


estimates must be worked up on that 
aspect. From that point, a public 
hearing has to be advertised in advance 
that Corsicana will "consider" a paving 
assessment program, notify the affected 
owners and hold a public.hearing. 


As for HUD paying for two-thirds of 


such costs, the City Manager isn't aware 
this munificence is so readily available. 
Maybe you know something he doesn't 
and should pass on to him the source of 
this knowledge. 
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Q: Can you tell me when I can an- 


ticipate not finding an east-west train on 
the Cotton Belt line not blocking me as I 
go to work? I live at S. 2nd St. and Old 
Water Works road and am late to work 
two or three mornings a week because it 
seems there's a freight train, sometimes 
stopped, that holds me up wherever I try 
to cross between S. 7th St. and S. 1st. I go 
to work at 8:30 a.m. downtown and have 
tried leaving home as early as 8 a.m. to 
"beat" the train. (G.R.) 


A: Even Railroad Agent W. H. Ford 


can't tell you when there won't be a 
train. Whereas passenger trains (when 
there were passenger trains locally) had 
schedules and had to maintain them as 
closely as possible, freight trains have 
schedules, but seldom are running on 
time. He pointed out that on occasions a 
freight due here at 2 a.m. hasn't arrived 
until as late as 9 a.m. With two morning 
trains in each direction going through 
Corsicana on this line "they could come 
through at any time so there really is no 
way to say when a train will or won't be 
on schedule." Because of this, he says he 
couldn't advise when not to expect to 
find a train temporarily blocking any 
crossing.

Doctor Denied Permission 
To Use Memorial Hospital

The board of managers of Navarro 


County Hospital upheld a former 
decision to deny the practice of Dr. Joe 
Frank Schooler in the hospital during a 
regular meeting Thursday night. 


In a prepared statement, the joint 


committee appointed by the board to 
research the doctor's previous practice, 
recommended that his application for 
admission to the hospital's medical staff 
be denied. 


It stated, "the presence of Dr. 


Schooler as a practitioner on the medical 
staff of Memorial Hospital would cause 
or bring about personnel problems and 
conflicts; a disruption of the normal and 
orderly operation of hospital policies and 
practices and consequently reduce the 
quality of medical care presently 
provided by the hospital." 


The committee further believes "his 


admission to the medical staff would 
present to this hospital the same source 
of problems and complaints as the Fort 
Worth and Hubbard hospitals found to be 
intolerable." 


The statement explained that the 


committee had explored the doctor's 
previous experience, but the hospitals 
decline to give detailed information 
except for length of tenure. 


However, it did receive information 
regarding an open court trial in Fort 
Worth in which Dr. Schooler was seeking 
re-instatement into the Tan-ant County 
Medical Society. 


According to 
the 
committee's 


statement, "...the record of that trial 
established Dr. Schooler was terminated 
as a member of the Medical staffs of 
Harris Hospital, All Saints Hospital, Ft. 
Worth Children's Hospital and St. 
Joseph's Hospital, as well as a member 
of the Tarrant County Medical 
Society...and all from 1967 to 1969." 


It continued, "While on the various 


medical staffs the court record indicates 
that the manner in which he conducted 
himself with patients and other medical 
personnel jeopardized the orderly and 
normal function of the named hospitals. 


"Allegations made at the trial accused 


him of unprofessional conduct, an 
inability to maintain good working 
relationships with hospital personnel 
and associates, fee overcharging and 
others. 


"When given an opportunity before 


this committee to comment on the 
charges against him brought out in the 
Ft. Worth triaLDr. Schooler explained 


that his medical problems and troubles 
in Ft. Worth stemmed from concerted 
efforts of two or three Ft. Worth doctors 
motivated by personal animosity, intent 
upon forcing him out of the Ft. Worth 
medical society community. 


The committee also stated that that 


information was not available as to his 
practice in the Hubbard hospital, 
although, "it is generally known that this 
association ended amid disagreement 
and conflict between Dr. Schooler and 
other hospital personnel. Dr. Schooler 
declined to enlighten the committee on 
circumstances 
surrounding 
his 


dismissal from Hubbard Hospital." 


On the other hand, the committee 


reports,"... there are those who exalt his 
medical ability. For the most part, 
evidence in this area is circumstantial." 


"Documented certificates of com- 


pleted courses of study attest to the fact 
that Dr. Schooler has had extensive 
training in his speciality— orthopedics." 


The board first accepted the recom- 


mendation and then voted to refuse his 
appeal for admission. 


In other business, the board reviewed 


a list of new equipment presented by the 
medical staff. Appearing on the staff's

The First United Methodist 
Church of Fairfield will have a 
Building Dedication Service 
Sunday morning, October 3rd, 
with the presiding Bishop D. 
Kenneth W. Copeland and 
District Superintendent to be in 
Fairfield to conduct the service of 
dedication for the 
church 


building which has just recently 
been declared free of debt. The 
dedication .will fill the morning 
worship hour followed by a 
covered dish luncheon and a 
dedication of the Youth Building. 


The First Church was built in 


Fairfield in 1851 and was a Union 
Church. The Texas Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church 
appointed Reverend George W. 
Burrows to serve the Union 
Church in 1885 and for twenty 
years Methodist preachers 
continued to serve until 1872 or 
1873 when the church was 
destroyed by fire. 


The First Methodist Church

ON THE OTHER HAND 
It's no surprise that the TRA 


should take public issue with their detractors over the 
lawsuit that has been filed in Houston against the Corps of 
Engineers, a suit which would in effect put an end to the 
Trinity project. What is surprising, however, is the amount of 
effort and the intensity with which the organization has 
chosen to heap their point-of-view upon the public. 


Prior to the Sept. 13 filing of the lawsuit, the TRA's public 


relations arm,, the Trinity Improvement Assn., had con- 
tended itself with a smooth, well-presented program that 
brought to Trinity River cities an explanation of the benefits 
to be derived from the project. As reported in the Daily Sun 
on other occasions, the attitude of the TRA and Corps of 
Engineers spokesmen, to criticism at these public meetings 
has been one of conciliation and quiet reason. Press releases 
have reflected the same attitude. 


Considering the clout that the project has enjoyed through 


its endorsement by one of the state's most powerful lobbies— 
the industries and businesses of Houston, Dallas and Fort 
Worth — their public posture since the announcement of the 
suit is puzzling, certainly disappointing. 


Press releases now are devoted entirely to discussion of the 


suit with references to the "sincere and dedicated" but 
uninformed opposition. Public utterances about the suit by 
TRA general manager David Brune and other spokesmen 
have had a tone of fierce indignation that indicates an un- 
warranted super-sensitivity to criticism. If the TRA's case is 
as strong as it has publicized it to be and they actually enjoy 
the endorsements and support they claim, then why the 
heavy-handed, petulant remarks about the plaintiffs? 
They've dealt from strength all along and will presumably 
continue to do; by abandoning their earlier tactic of treating 
dissenters and detractors with courtesy and by adopting the 
pose they've obviously assumed, the TRA is only dignifying 
their opponents at the expense of their own standing. 


' 
Remarks by speakers like the TRA's assistant public 


relations officer W. J. Dickens HI — who in a presentation to 
the Dawson Lion's Club Wednesday managed to make terms 
like "environmentalist" and "ecologist" sound like terminal 
diseases— indicate that the organization takes its opposition 
a lot more seriously than does the public at large. To liken the 
plaintiffs in the suit to loosely-knit groups of "little old lady 
bird-watchers" is only cheap name-calling. It may'amuse 
and delight the many advocates of the Trinity River Project, 
but to some it characterizes the TRA as spoiled children who 
won't play if they can't captain the team. 


Unless the TRA knows that they may be wrong in much of 


what they've told the public and are merely hoping to shout 
down opposition, there appears no rhyme or reason to their 
tactics. It seems a safe bet that the TRA enjoys a well- 
deserved quorum among the Trinity River area townspeople, 
so these releases and statements serve no other purpose than 
to alert people that they are unyielding in the face of ad- 
veristy. 


"To stop the Trinity program for ecological reasons would 


be something like outlawing farming because it scratches up 
the earth," reads the latest release from the TRA. 
"A more pertinent analogy might be: 
"Criticism is like crabgrass; you only spread it by fighting 


it, so why not learn to live with it?...."
